J know the Cotincei of Trent cannot vn⸗ 
looſe this knot, and if this be manifeſt to be the doarine of 
the holy Ghoſt, then wyll tall away their ſatiſfattions fo3 
lxnnes, and the fire of Pargatozp ſhal eaſily be quenched, 
And although the Lozd'forneimes do fomwhat moze ſes 
nerely chaſten thoſe whoſe ſynnes he remitteth accozding 
to bis wyll,as be vaderftandeth to be erpedient fo: them, 
pet is that by no meanes to be counted a ſatiſfaction foz 
the paine ot ſynne, but a healthful diſcipline, to kepe them 
in doing their dutp, and to cauſe them to woozke their ſal⸗ 
uation in feare and trembling.

- Andalthough the Biſhops ot Rome wyth their Cardi⸗ 
nals, Bilhops,Sacrificers t Ponkes wer many yeares a 
go admoniched of all theſe per nitious erroꝛa, yet ſo great 
is their ſtubhoꝛnnes e ſeturitꝝ in defending ot ertoꝛs, that 
in ſo manifeſt a light of the doctrine of the Goſpel, they ar 
bold to obtrude them agayne:vnto Chziſtian people: ſs 
much are they bewitched by the ſpirite of lying, that they 
ſhould not geue place vnto the truth of the :h2aueniy doc- 
trine which the Lozdehath raiſed bp agapne in the latter 
times, hath kindled the true light in the hart of many. 

A thought good to admonich toe godiy ceader ot al theſe 
tbinges, befoze J tooke in hande to tontute the reſt of the

Mbich teach a man continually to dout ofthe graces fa» 
nour of God: M bich dzeame that the faithful can tultpli 
the law ol God: Mhich beſides the paſſion-and death of 
Cbꝛiſt do teache vs to ſeke other ſatiſfaction in this Iyfe x 
in the wozld to come? What good thing (A ſay) can a chats 
Kia publike wealth hope oz loke foz frb ſuch fathers? whF 
as with their perners e vngodly decrees thei do not onely 
peruert þ foladatibs paintipal pointes of chaiſttã religtõ, 
but alſo(as much as lieth in thẽ) vtterly onerthzow them. 
M ber as ther are fine pʒincipal feaſt dates, wherin the 
benefites of the ſonne of God are yearely celebzated in the 
Charchtthe feaſtes of the natſuity of Chaift, ofbis paſſis, 
reſurrecti6,4 aſcencion into beau?,alſo the feaſt of Whit- 
ſonttde. Ol al theſe fealtes the Fathers ofthe Counſel of 
Trent haue left vs nothing. but the names and truth of 
the hiſtozpe, which is allo in the Deuils, vnto which Fa- 
thers thon mayeſt moſt aptly apply this ſaying ot Paule: 
They p2ofeſſe that they God, but in deedes they de⸗ 
ny him, when as they are abhominable, and not harkning 
to hys wooꝛd, and rep2obate to all good woozkes, 
Foz the pawer t fruit ot che holy Hatiutty of Cheſt is 
to purge 4 make cleane our vnpure natiuit, which were 
concepued,bozne,4 dead in ſyus.

But it is ſufficiet to haue rehearſed at leaſt the pꝛin⸗ 
clpall pointes of the fozmer Counſell of Trent, wherein 
J truſt I haue ſhewed that the true g heauenly doctrine 
of oziginall ſinne, ot free will, or the law t of the Goſpell, 
of grace, t iuſtification of the merite ofthe paſſion, death, 
and reſurrection of Chziſt, of the certapnty of our ſaluati⸗ 
on, ol fapth e good wozkes, of the Sacramentes in gene- 
ral,of iſme and Confirmation, is not onelp coꝛrup⸗ 
ted, but alſo the true vſe of them foz the moſt part vtterly 
aboliſhed and cleane taken away. 

All theſe decrees and Canons with a great many mo, 
whiche contapneno les impietie, which I will now with 
ſilence ouerpaſſe, the fathers of this Counſellof Trent, 
in the yeare from the birth of Chꝛiſt. 5 62. the rviii.day of 
January,do as it were repeting thẽ in theſe fewe woꝛdes 
ould be celebrated, all ſuſpenſion taken away, according to the 
orme & tenor of the letters of our moſt boly Lorde Pius the 4. 
moſt bigh Biſhop)acknowledge and reuerence them in this 
their 2 decree as moſt holp, and do appꝛoue and cõfirme 
them with their aſſent and authozitte, | 

Gy theſe things (as I thinke)al Chʒiſtẽdome map eaſly 
bnderftand that the Cardinals, Biſhops, Ponkes,+ Sa- 
crificers called together at Trẽt by the conſent of the Gi- 
ſhop of Rome Pius the. itii-not to clenſe p doctrine ofthe 
Church from erroꝛs, which haue not once with their litle 
finger touched any one erroz of the Scholaſtical oz Papi- 
ſlicall doctrine, wherwith their ＋ and decrees ——

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flow: but they ate aſſembled together with this a. 
poſe and entent, toeffabliſhe g confirme the Popes fy; 
ny in the Church, e alſo deuiliſh Jdolatry, and thozvugh 
out all Chziſtendome to oppꝛelle x vtterly to ouerthzowe 
ſounde doctrine,and the fokowers therof. L 3b; p 
M herfoꝛe there is no cauſe whp,that any man ſhot 
be deceaued with theſe their mo flatering woꝛdes, name 
Iyy they aſſebled together in this C ofifell to the increaſe 
t adyancemet of faith t Cbꝛiſtian religid, to aTwage the 
calamities of theſe times, to quiet the cotrouerſies of Re- 
ligion, to reſtraine diſceatful tongues, to cozrect the abu⸗ 
ſes of cozrupt maners, t to reſtoze 5 true eccleſiaſtical and 
Chaiſtian peace. Fo2 the fenſe of thoſe woꝛdes is, i the ta⸗ 
lamities of theſe times can by no other meanes be aſſwa» 
ged,o2 the cõtrouerſies chcerning religis quieres, vnles þ 
old t aunciẽt ſuperſtition e ſdolatry be called agayne into 
p Church. t that al godly teachers (wh they in this place 
bnderſtad by diſceatfull tõges) ſhould euery where be put 
to ſilẽte, and Þ ſuch which hitherto being inſtructed wit 
the woꝛd ol God, haue gayne ſayd their impiety t playnl 
coninced thẽ ot manifel idolatry,of intinity ſuperftitibe 
abuſes, ę all kind ot moſt pernitious errozg, pea 9 alſo 8 
molt great impietie, ſhould cruelly be put to deatbz. 
But as touching þ cozrecting of coꝛrupte maners they 
are ſo far of to becarefull, that they ſeme by all ditigence 
to ſeke a greater lictte foz þ maintenance therof, wh#as 
it is not poſſible that there ſhould be a greater diſſolutiũ 
of life & manerg in al oꝛders, bat eſpectally in the Clergy. 
And although as J ſuppoſe J haue hitherto ſufficiftl 
e plentifully declared y the Coũſell of Trent in this ft 
decree hath moll bꝛiellp tõdemned p ſound doctrine of ths 
Goſpell in a mauer in all his partes g articles, ſo p Inede 
not to rehearſe any mo thinges, whereby to declare all 
godly men ought to abſtayne fr the amitte c familfaritie 
therof,asfrb a moſt deadly op*enemie of eternall _ 
tte 
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diſagree among them ſelin 
manners which haue declined from 
tutton vnto a better manner of pe, 
conuert the heart ot the ba eee ci, 
and the heart of the childꝛen vnto no the Fathers: 
F03as much therfoze as it firſt ofa eth. 
that at this time the number of ſuſpected and per 
nitious bookes,;wherin vnpure doctrine is © 
tayned,and farre and wide ſpzed abzode hath to 
muchtincreaſed , which thyng * deede was the 
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af a bery ketoe Ponkes,wby are not the Cenſures, vnto 
which the authozity ofthe Counſel is added , as it were a 
viſer publiſhed vonder their name and daunger, Foz when 
ſuch bookes are condemned and prohibited by the autho⸗ 
rity of the Biſhop of Rome and ot the Councell , ſpmple 
Chailkian men thinke, that al theſe wꝛitinges baue beene 
diligently examined of the fathers , when as they are no, 
thing els but the peruers iudgements of a fewe Ponkes- 
which either gape foz a Cardinals hat,oz otherwyſe flat- 
ter the Biſhop of Rome, and are moſt deadly enemycs of 
our doctrine, If they ſay time was lo ſhozt that they them⸗ 
ſelues could not examine them, a goodly erciiſe J pzomiſe 
von, which now being theſe two peares gathered together 
haue publiched abzoad fine oz pre decrees. 
This that à baue now ſpoken they ohſerue not onelye 
in the examining of bookes z but alſo in the examining of 
all their Canons. Foz the Ponkes diſpute and decree of 
the matter that is put foozth, which Canons ar afterward 
confirmed by the authozitye of the 15pſhops , ſo that fpꝛſt 
the conſentof the Byſhop of Rome be:jopned vato them, 
by whoſe fpirite all thinges arethere done by Peſſangers 
commyng betwene. 

When as therefoze the wzitinges of godly and learned 
men are condemned of the Ponkes ( whoſe vngodly and 
peruers iudgementes the Counſell ratifieth, and by bys 
authozitye confirmeth) we ought no moze to bee moned; 
than if we ſhould reade 4 heare, that the doctrine of Chzilf 
being compzeyended in the wzitinges ofthe Apoltles wer 
condemned of the Phariſeſs. 

But in that all men (vnto whom-thys matter ſeemeth 
p2inctpally to pertaine) are with ſuche clemency and hu⸗ 
manity(if a man looke vpon the bare woozdes) not onelye 


inuited to come to Trent vnto the Coanſell;but alſo pꝛo⸗

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miſed ſatecondulte, ho o this their good wyll ought to ba 
taken, bp theſe things which we haue ſpoken, it is not obs 
ſcure. Foz foʒaſmuch as al mt ar as yet bond by an oth vn 
to the biſhop of Rome, t do acknowledge the authozity of 
the biſuop of Rome to be aboue the Counſel, vpon whoſe 
backe they alſo depend, it publike faith and ſecurity geuen 
ſhould onely be the cauſe, that our men woulde not come 
vnto the Councel,al men map ſee that there is no ſutſici⸗ 
ent warratiſe pzonided foʒ them. oz the biſhop of Rome 
bath not geuen ſaueconduit, but the Counſell, e bycauſe 
the ſpirite wherewith they are gouerned is a lying ſpicit, 
anda murtherer, who would cdmit his lite e health vnto 
them, which hitherto hauehozriblye perſecuted our men, 
omitting no kinde ofcrueltye,and haue put ta deathgreat 
numbers of them⸗ But we wil remit this diſputation vn⸗ 
to the Lawyers,vnto whom the natures of publike faith 
o2 ſaueconduite are better knowen. And it is the deſtenye 
of godlye Paſtozs , that foz the moſte parte they are not 
bꝛought to iudgement to pleade their.cauſe , but that vn» 
der the coulour of right they might be put to death: which 
thing the examples of Cbaiſt, ot᷑ theP2ophets , ofthe Apo- 
ſtles, and of the Partirs doo teſtiſye. Thys p2ocefſe of the 
law(as they call it) muſt godly Teachers looke foz in this 
wozld, which will not betray the doctrine of the truth vn⸗ 
to their enemies, ot᷑ whom they are no'moze heard, than 
was Chziſt of the high Pꝛieſtes, unto whom when he an- 
ſwered,he pleaded all our cauſes . Foz being demaunded, 
whether he were Chꝛiſt, de anſwered: qt J tel ou, pe wpll 
not beleue. And it alſo J aſke of pou, pe wyll not anſwer 
me, neither will ye let me go. No otherwiſe vndoubtedlye

But let vs bz(eflp examine the reaſons 4 argumentes, 
by whicbe they go aboute to confirme the Sacrifice of the 
Pale, Lhe firſte argument is:Jn the olde Teſtament by 
reaſon of the imbetillitie of the Sacrifice ot Leut, there 
was no perfection, Wherfvze in the new Teſtament, it be 
honed that one ſhould riſe;namely ourLozd Jeſus Chziſt 
which might accompliſhe and bzing to perfection tuen as 
many as were to be ſahaified, To this we aunſwere, that 
we grannt the whole argument, and with the Apoſtte we 
affirme that the ſelfe ſame thyng is accomplythed in the 
Paſſſon and death of Chaiſte .

Here mp Getſon thou haſt hit the nayle of the head, X 
great daunger vndoubtedly might hereby be at hand vnto 
the church ol Rome, ik it be pzoued ſo grollelye to haue er- 
red in this ſacrament, who would not doubt bat it hath al 
ſo erred in many other things; Mhich thing hath bene al⸗ 
ready oftentimes declared vnts vou ofthe Papacy in a ma 
ner in al and the pꝛincipall artitles ot᷑ chziſtian religion. 
Mherkoꝛe fozaſmuch as theſe good holye fathers, wylt 
not ſeeme ſo much as to haue erred, ſo far is it of, that they 
haue any care foz the taking awaye of errours: It is moſt 
ſafe fo godly men to reſt in the ſymple truth and moſt cer⸗ 
tatne inſtitution of Chꝛiſt:the Churcheof Rome is by no 
meanes to be imitated, which doth not onelye cozrupt the 
ſacraments, but alſo the whole dodrine of the Goſpell.
